The New Haven Railroad magazine “Along the 
Line” has an interesting article about the famous 
American clipper “Lightning '—one of a quartet of 
extreme clippers built at Boston in the fifties, 
for the Australian trade. The New Haven road has 
a car named after the Lightning on its crack train 
between Boston and New York. A feature of the 
car is a painting of the famous clipper by John P. 
Benson. 

So extremely sharp and concave was Lightning's 
bow, that the owners, not understanding the prin- 
ciple on which she was built, had this hollow filled 
in with timber, thiiking it would increase her 
speed. However the false bow was washed away 
from one side and the other was removed on her 
arrival at Melbourne. 

She must have been a bonny ship, with a main- 
yatd 95 feet long anda height of 164 feet from her 
reck to her main skysaid truck. Her hull was. 243 
feet over all, 44 feet beam and 23 feet deep. She 
measured 2083 tons. 

Her skipper, Capt. Jas. Nicol Forbes, was a pious 
man. There was no singing of “Whisky is the life 
of man” as the crew hoisted yards, nor of one of the 
unbowdlerised versions of “Reuben Ranzo” as they 
furled topsails. The ship sailed on her maiden 
voyage fror Boston to Liverpool to the prayers 
and blessings of a select company of brethren and 
sisters from the skippers favorite Bethel. 

Prayers of the righteous are said to have great 
avail. At any rate the voyage was a remarkable 
She made a record, which I think still stands, 


one. 
as the greatest distance sailed in 24 hours by a 
vessel dependent entirely upon the wind. She 
travelled 436 nautical miles in 24 hours. 

Here is the excerpt from her log. 

March 1, 1854. Wind south, Strong gales; bore 


away from the North Channel. Carried away the 
fore topsail and lost jib. Hove the log several 
times and found the ship going thru the water at 
the rate of eighteen to eighteen and a half knots; 
lee rail ander water and rigging slack. Distance 
run in 24 hours, 436 miles. 

No steamship of her day came within 100 miles 
of that splendid record. A quarter of a century 
passed before the Arizona made a new record of 
eighteen knots an hour by steam 

Lightning was remarkable for her éasy move- 
ment through seas. In a moderate breeze and 
slight swells not a ripple would curl before her 
cutwater, nor would ‘the water break at a single 
place along her side. 

These were the days of beautiful craft, of wood- 
en ships and iron men. 

In my cottage at the coast I have a few treaures 
from the daysof sail. There is the customary ship 
in tow passing a lighthouse, with every spar and 
rope in place—all mysteriously erected inside a 
corked bottle. Most treasured of all is the fruit 
bowl from the wreck of the Royal Charter. 

The Royal Charter was the first of the auxillary 
clippers in the Australian trade. A full-rigged ship, 
she had an auxiliary steam engine, for use when 
winds were light, or the vessel was entering or 
leaving port. 

She was on her way home from Australia to 
Liverpool with some 350 passengers, chiefly the 
families of gold miners who had made their for- 
tunes at the Australian gold diggings and were 
coming home to live at ease. 

Just too late to reach the Mersey bar before the 
tide fell, her captain had to cruise about in Liver- 
pool Bay that night. A high wind rose. Driven down 
on Point Lynas on the Island of Anglesea, her cap- 
tain ordered the ship put about. For the first time 
in the life of the vessel, as she came up into the 
wind she missed stays. 

In this helpless predicament the captain ordered 
both bow anchors down. For some time they held. 
It looked as if the ship would ride the night out 
Steam was up end as the gale rose to hurricane 
force, the captain had -her steaming full speed 
ahead to ease the strain on her cables. To try and 
distract fear from the passengers he ordered a “Jast 
night dance” in the saloon. ° 

Then came a terrific sea that snapped the great 
cables like cotton, Her engine was powerless against 
the wind and sea. In a few minutes she was broad- 
side on the rocks. 

Three times a gallant Portuguese sailor risked his 
life to try and reach the shore with a rope. The last 
time he succeeded. With the help of islanders a 
cable was hauled ashore. On the ship a breeches 
buoy was got ready, to save the women and chil- 
dren. 

But alas for the terror of great seas. Before the 
only means of escape could be got ready, a giant sea 
hit the ship and broke her into two pieces. The bow 
half smashed into bits, while the stern portion, with 
over a hundred helpless people on it, drifted away 
to srmas’ on the rocks to the eastward. 

Out of over 400 passengers and crew, less than 
thirty were saved. 


Divers who went down for gold when the storm 
abated brought up among other things, the fruit 
bow! with the ship's name and flag on. It was un- 
damaged by as little as the slightest chip, in the 
storm that smashed the great vessel to pieces and 
took nearly 400 lives. 

It has had several adventures since then. But it 
it had no other association than the wreck of the 
Royal Charter, it is enough to inspire thoughts on 
Girty nights when gales are howling outside. 
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Health and Diet Advice 
By Dr. Frank McCoy 


The watermelon originated in Africa where it has 
been since the beginning of history, so that the 
negro’s fondness for watermelon must be an inher- 
ited instinct. Its refreshment value on a hot dav 
has made it popular not only in Africa, Egypt and 
in the Orient, but in South America, Mexico, Eur- 
ope, Canada, the United States, and, in fact, every 
place where man has travelled. Not alone is man 
fond of this food, but also every animal including 
elephants and lions. 

Melons are always prized in hot countries where 
they originated, because they yield a good, pure 
form of water, tastily flavored. In the crisp deli- 
cate flesh of the cantaloupe you will find an answer 
of what to eat on a sticky summer day. There are 
many varieties of cantaloupes offering one a con- 
siderable selection. In some, the outer skin is 
greenish yellow; in others it is striped. The inside 
flesh may be pink in color, green or yellow. Often 
the outer skin is laced over with netted lines. Most 
good cantaloupes are about the size of a grapefruit, 

It is said that the cantaloupe takes its name from 
a town of that title in Italy. The term “muskmelon” 
comes from the faint musk odor when the melon 
is opened. The Rocky Ford is a good kind to use, 
but there are many others just as delicious to the 
taste. Cassabas and honey dew closely resemble 
muskmelons in food value, and are somewhat 
larger in size, and ripen later in the season. 


I can recommend the cantaloupe as a summer 
food for several reasons. It is low in calories and 
does not heat the body as richer foods would do. 
It has a distinctly cooling effect due to the 8914% 
water it contains. The sweet taste comes from about 
7% pure fruit sugar. There is about 2% fibre which 
helps in providing bulk for the bowels. The mineral 
elements make up .6% of the whole; these are 
mostly alkaline, potassium, calcium and iron pre- 
dominating. 

In choosing cantaloupes, cassabas or honey dew 
melons, it is important to get them just ripe enough. 
If under-ripe, the taste is disagreeable, while if 
over-ripe the digestion may be disturbed. A good 
way to tell when ripe for eating is to smell it. If 
it is ripened, a melon has a pleasant odor which 
closely resembles its flavor. 

Since melons are perishable it is better not to 
keep too many on hand unless you get cassabas or 
other melons which are known to keep. In prepar- 
ing the melons for serving, put the cracked ice 
around them but not in them, fdr if the ice is 
allowed to melt in the melon, it will detract from its 
perfect flavor. A slice cut off the bottom will make 
it lie flat on the plate. Do not use a lot of seasoning. 
A little salt may be used if desired, If the melon 
is properly ripened it is very delicious and does 
not need seasoning. Cantaloupes do not combine 
readily with most foods, and are usually better 
eaten by themselves. Cantaloupe a la mode makes 
an ideal food combination and may be used as a 
complete meal on a warm day. 

Those who are especially fond of watermelon, 
cantaloupe or cassaba melon, and wish to use these 
melons with meals, may easily satisfy their appetite 
by adding a small amount of melon to a salad. An 
attractive way to use melon with a salad is to add 
small balls of melon to the salad. These balls are 
made with a potato baller, which is the same in- 
strument for making Parisian potatoes. This instru- 
ment can be secured in any hardware store or 
restaurant supply house. Another way of using 
watermelon at the meal is to use a very thin slice 
with ice cream. Slice the melon fine, remove the 
seeds, and serve the ice cream on top of the piece 
of melon. This may be used as an entire luncheon, 
or as a dessert at the end of the meal providing 
only a small amount of melon is used.

ANSWER: You will understand that it is diffi- 
cult for me to give you a definite statement without 
having the opportunity of examining your baby. 
Excessive perspiration of the head, if not due to 


the fact that the baby has on too much clothing or 
the warmth of your body while nursing her, is 
sometimes a’sign of rickets, or a tendency to rickets, 
and this can be overcome by adding orange-juice 
to her diet.

16 Years Ago Today 


Sixteen years ago—on June 2, 
1916—Canadian troops commenced 
participation in one of the most 
bitterly-fought engagements of 
the entire four years of war on 
the Western Front and when that 
battle was over Canadian prestige 
stood higher than ever before and 
the prowess of Canadian arms was 
once more the toast of the Allied 
forces, It also proved the battle 
mettle of the 49th Battalion, the 
Edmonton Regiment. 

June 2, 1916, in the Ypres Salient 
found the Canadian corps, at that 
time consisting of three divisions 
the fourth not having arrived in 
France, holding the line from just 
north of the Ypres-Menin road 
south to the Kemmel area
